He was a man of high character 
and will be greatly missed in the neigh- 
borhood where he so long resided. 

Many years ago he made a profession 
•f his faith in Christ, united with the 
Presbyterian Church, living a consist- 
ant member until the end. In October 
last Presbytery was held in Columbia, 
and Mr. Stokes and his wife were here 
as delegates, making their home with 
Mrs. Nannie Flowers. 

The deceased was also a member of 
the Masonic Fraternity, and was doubt- 
less buried with the usual formalities of 
the order.

R. P. Edrington's Death.

Itsaca, Hill County, Tex , Dec. 12 — 
Word was received here Friday night 
by phone of the death of R P. Edring- 
ton, president of the First State Bank 
of Hillsboro. 

Mr. Edrington was for years a resi- 
dent of Itasca, and had been identified 
with the city and the county for years, 
occupying a prominent place in all pro- 
motions for the social and commercial 
good of this community. Mr Edrington 
was born in Kentucky, May 3, 1848;was 
educated at Columbia College and in the 
Kentucky University. He first settled 
in Files Valley in the cattle business. 
He was one of the organizers of the 
Farmers' National Bank of Hillsbor» 
and was its first cashier. In 1890 he, in 
company with others, organized the 
Itasca Banking Company, which was 
nationalized into the First National 
Bank the same year. He afterward or- 
ganized the Citizens' National Bank of 
Itasca and was its president until th» 
sale to the First National Bank three 
years later. 

At his death Mr. Edrington was presi- 
dent of the First State Bank of Hills- 
boro, vice president of the Itasca Na- 
tional Bank of Itasca, he was a direct- 
or in the Itasca Cotton Mill, trustee of 
the Switzer Woman's College and Con- 
servatory of Music, was trustee of the 
Daniel Baker College at Brown- 
wood. A large number of his friends 
in Itasca attended the funeral services 
in Hillsboro this afternoon.

Sale of Pooled Tobacco Off. 

■ Press dispatches ffom Lexing- 
ton report that the deal which has 
been pending for some weeks be- 
tween the Burley Tobacco Society 
and some New York parties for 
the sale of the 1909 pooled crop 
of Burley, has been declared off.

Upon the 
skim milk, judiciously used with 
other and more substantial foods, 
he thrives, grows and fattens, 
utilizing a by-product of tremen- 
dous volume which without the 
pig would represent little of 
available value. It is said that 
the skim milk from the butter 
factories of New York alone 
amounts to nearly a billion 
pounds in a single year. The 
use of this skim milk does much 
to give relief from monotony so 
common in the hog's feeding, be- 
sides adding to the returns from 
the other or main foods with 
which it is given, and every hog- 
raiser is glad to have it.

A team 
and driver are reasonably worth 
$3 a day, and by the use of these 
it is possible to deliver to mar- 
ket from your home 100 bushels 
of corn. Hauling over good 
roads, the cost of delivery is 3 
cents per bushel. But if, in con- 
sequence of bad roads, but 50 
bushels can be delivered.the cost 
is doubled and the difference is 
what the impassable roads cost 
you. Continue this calculation, 
applying it to the hauling of all 
your crops, and it quickly be- 
comes apparent that it amounts 
to a very burdensome tax. Good 
roads help in everyway; they pro- 
mote sociability by making 
friends and relatives accessible, 
and by means of them it is easier 
to reach the schools and churches 
and to generally do and enjoy 
the things which make life really 
worth living.— Exchange.

Sugar Fraud Trial. 

The first attempt in the courts 
to block the trial of the men in- 
dicted in the wholesale sugar 
frauds in the custom house in 
New York city has failed. Six 
of the first seven men indicted 
were arraigned for trail this 
week and the court overruled a 
motion to quash the indictment. 
Counsel for the defendants n 
making the motion, declared 
that the "statements in the 
newspapers were calculated to 
inflame the public mind." 

Judge Martin, however, failed 
to see the thing in this light and 
ordered the trial to p/oceed. It 
is expected that the case will run 
two weeks and for this reason a 
great many prospective jurors 
made excuses for not serving. 
But the court refused to sanction 
the majority of these. Briefly 
the facts on which the prosecu- 
tion rests its case ar follows: 

Two years ago, on Nov. 20. 
1907, Richard Parr, then a 
special agent of the customs set-_ 
vice, raided the Williamsburg 
sugan docks, and reported the 
discovery of fraundulent attach- 
ments to the scales used in weigh- 
ing sugar imports. It was as 
one outcome of this raid that 
James F. Bendernagle, former 
manager at the company's Wil- 
liamsburg plant, and Oliver Spit- 
zer, former dock superintendent, 
and three checkers and weigh- 
ers employed on the docks at the 
time were indicted and brought 
to trial this week. 



Blind For 36 Years. 

After suffering from total blind 
ness for nearly 36 years Miss 
Annie Hubbard was, recently re- 
stored to sight by an operation 
at the Royal Kent Opthalmic hos- 
pital in London. She declares 
she is having an interesting time 
comparing the pictures conceived 
by the mind and the shapes as 
they are revealed by the natural 
eye. She became blind in 1873 
when only three months of age. 

Miss Hubbard says that at 
first she was dazed and giddy. 
She had always imagined hu- 
man forms and faces to be much 
smaller and darker i n color 
than they really are, and con- 
sequently she felt frightened at 
all the large people she saw with 



Above And Below Proof. 

Before the means of determin- 
ing the t?ue quantity of alcohol 
in spirits were known dealers 
employed a very rude method to 
form a notion of the "strength." 
A given quantity of the spirit 
was poured upon gunpowder in 
a dish and set on fire. If the 
gunpowder continued dry enough 
it took fire and exploded, but if 
it had been dampened by the wa- 
ter in the spirits the flame of the 
alcohol went out without setting 
the powder on fire. This was 
called the "proof." Spirits 
which kindled gunpowder were 
said to be "above proof," those 
that did not set fire were said to 
be "below proof." but this did 
not fix the strength. Clark in 
his hpdrometer, which was in- 
vented about the year 1730, fixed 
the strength of pr oof spirits on 
the stem, at the specific gravity 
of .920. at the temperature of 60 
degrees. This is the strength %t 
which proof spirit is fixed by ^t 
o f parliament, a n d a t this 
strength it is no more than a 
mixture of forty-nine pounds of 
pure alcohol with fifty-one pound 
of pure water. -London Stand- 
ard.

True, 
tbe forms of an election have been 
gone through at stipulated times, but 
there was no opposition for the reason 
that if anybody else had dared to be 
j a candidate Zelaya would have had 



During much of the time be bas been 
in office Zelaya has been engaged in 
putting down revolutions or in fight- 
ing some of the other Central Ameri- 
can republics. He was putting down 
one of these annual uprisings or try- 
ing to do so at the time he got gay 
with tbe two Americans Leroy Can- 
non and Leonard Croce and had them 
shot one morning before breakfast. It 
is bard to tell why all these Latin 
American executions occur before 
breakfast. Possibly it is for the pur- 
pose of giving the executioners an ap 
petite. 

How the Trouble Begins. 

The ordinal number of the present 
Nicaraguan revolution Is not known. 
It may be the seventeenth or the sixty- 
fourth, but anyway it is something 
high.

This uprising was started by the Es- 
trada family, which has furnished 
of Zelaya"s chief officials. There 
were live of tbe Estrada brothers, but 
one of them is now dead. The young- 
est of the -five, Juan Estrada, is the 
leader of the movement and prospec- 
tive president. The two ' Americans 
Cannon and Groee. who were large 
property owners in Nicaragua and else- 
where in Central America, joined the 
Estrada standard, and one of them 
was placed on tbe commander's staff. 
Zelaya surprised tbe insurgent army 
by crossing into Costa Kica and at- 
tacking it, and tbe two Americans 
were captured among others. Instead 
of being treated as prisoners of war 
ihey were summarily executed. It Is 
this which has caused tbe rushing of 
American gunboats to Nicaraguan wa- 
ters and which occasioned tbe sharp 
note from Secretary Knox staling that 
the United States would not for one 
minute tolerate such action. The exe- 
cution of prisoners . unless they are 
l spies is contrary to international law 
' and opposed to civilized warfare. 
Zelaya a Chronic Disturber. 
This is not the first trouble we have 
had with Zelaya, but on former occa- 
sions he has evaded giving satisfac- 
tion on the pretense that the American 
demands were aggressions. From well 
authenticated reports that have come 
from his dominions be has revived the 
terrors of the Spanish inquisition and 
has tried to make of himself a cheap 
composite of Torquemada, the Duke 
of Alva and Cipriano Castro. Zelaya 
Is better educated than Castro, being 
tbe son of a planter and having re- 
ceived his schooling In Parts. After

Where Nature Cooks the Food. 

In certain parts of New Zea- 
land both native and white wo- 
men use the natural hot springs 
to do their cooking. In the Ro- 
torua region, it matters noc 
whether the cook wishes 
roast a piece of meat, boil pota- 
toes or stream pudding, all she 
has to do is to step out of doors 
and place the cooking utensil in 
a steam hole. The cover is then 
put on, and a piece of coarse 
sacking over the whole completes 
the operation.

Another Big Strike On. 

A big strike is on among the 
switchman and other train em- 
ployees on the big railroads of 
the Northwest. At St. Paul and 
Minneapolis traffic is practically 
closed, while the lin^es west of 
those cities extending to the Pa- 
cific Coast is more or less affect- 
ed.

Fall Spraying and Pruning. 

A number of requests for - in- 
formation in regard to fall spray- 
ing and fall pruning reached Pro- 
fessor H. A. Surface, State Zool- 
ogist of Pennsylvania, recently. 
The following reply to one of the 
letters received will be of inter- 
est to owners of orchards every- 
where: 

"Replying to your letter ask- 
ing if you must spray this fall for 
scale insects, I beg to say that it 
is not necessary to spray in the 
fall, but if your trees are much in 
fested it is better to spray both 
fall and spring. If my trees 
were not badly infested, I should 
spray only in the spring when 
the buds are swelling. I consid- 
er this the best time of the year 
to spray, and of course, the boil- 
ed limesulphur wash, either com- 
mercial or homemade, is my 
choice of material. 

'In regard to fall pruning I 
can say that this is as good as 
spring pruning, the pruning be- 
ting done at any time when the 
leaves are off. If you will prune 
your trees this fall, you can then 
spray them at any time during 
the fall, winter or spring, and 
have good results in killing the 
scale. Thoroughness of spraying 
is necessary, and it will be easier 
for you to do a complete job af- 
ter the trees are pruned than be- 
fore. Also, pruning helps to put 
vigor into that part of the tree 
which remains."
